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TO  THE  COLLECTOR

The  Editor  has  unburdened  himself  once  again  in  an  essay  called,  “The  Numismatic 
Expert”,  based  on  a notable  bit  of  misinformation  he  encountered  in  a coin  journal. 
He  can  remember  being  told  as  a boy  that  things  always  happen  to  people  in  threes. 
There  may  be  something  in  this  philosophy.  With  the  printer  breathing  down  the  back 
of  the  Editorial  neck,  a visitor  was  ushered  into  the  Inner  Sanctum  a couple  of  days  ago. 
He  was  a Coin  Dealer  from  England  - not  one  of  our  familiar  London  friends,  but  one 
of  the  new  boys  from  the  Provinces.  He  seemed  a very  pleasant  chap.  In  the  course  of 
the  conversation  he  offered  several  fine  coins  for  possible  purchase  at  very  fat  prices. 
One  of  these  was  an  1887  Jubilee  Five  Pound  Proof  of  which  he  was  very  proud.  In  the 
few  seconds  it  took  him  to  hand  the  coin  across  the  desk,  our  answer  was  ready.  We  had 
to  tell  the  gentleman  that  it  was  a “Genuine  Reproduction”,  a struck  copy,  a modern 
fabrication  and  a fake.  With  a startled  look  on  his  face  he  said,  “Are  you  sure?  ? ? 
Why  I just  bought  it  half  an  hour  ago  from  another  Dealer  right  here  in  New  York”. 

Now  it  does  seem  to  us  that  an  Englishman  engaged  in  merchandising  the  coins 
of  his  own  country  could  have  avoided  being  caught  out  in  this  fashion,  in  New  York 
City,  of  all  places.  We  are  glad  to  say  that  he  got  his  money  back.  His  hurry  to  do  this 
enabled  us  to  return  to  the  printer’s  demands  with  a minimum  delay.  We  were  reading 
over  Mr.  Risk’s  analysis  of  a new  book,  also  to  appear  in  this  issue.  It  had  to  do  with  a 
volume  compiled  by  a gentleman  who  has  managed  to  raise  certain  doubts  about  his 
reliability  as  an  “Expert”  in  his  chosen  field  of  endeavor.  And  last  week  we  cut  our- 
selves three  times  with  a newly  sharpened  bread  knife. 

We  have  a few  odds  and  ends  of  purely  coinological  interest  which  might  be 
mentioned.  There  are,  for  example,  a group  of  European  pieces  we  will  call  “Half 
Crowns”,  by  way  of  a generic  designation,  listed  in  these  pages.  The  Editor  has  always 
advised  Collectors  to  avoid,  insofar  as  is  humanly  possible,  becoming  part  of  the  great 
mob  on  the  super-highway.  The  small  collecting  bypaths  the  crowd  passes  can  often 
be  much  more  rewarding.  Today  the  mob  is  chasing  Crowns,  as  we  all  know.  Half  Crowns 
are  frequently  of  exactly  the  same  design  as  the  larger  coins  and  equally  nice  to  look  at. 
They  are  certainly  cheaper.  Because  they  have  not  caught  the  imagination  of  the  super- 
highway types  they  are  actually  more  available  at  the  moment.  The  apparent  avail- 
ability is  misleading,  however.  Small  coins  always  tend  to  get  used  up.  Passing  more 
easily  from  hand  to  hand,  those  that  survive  seldom  do  so  in  as  fine  condition  as  their 
larger  counterparts.  All  these  factors  should  make  them  attractive  to  the  man  with  an 
eye  to  the  future. 

Finally,  you  will  find  a run  of  Latin  American  Dollars,  with  a wide  selection  of  dates. 
Nice  specimens  of  these  issues  are  becoming  increasingly  hard  to  find.  Again  the  wise 
collector  should  think  of  them  now  and  not  wait  until  all  he  can  do  is  lament  how  he 
missed  another  opportunity. 
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PYTHAGORAS  AND  THE  INCUSE  COINAGE  OF  MAGNA  GRAECIA

Mathematicians  and  most  high  school  stu- 
dents think  of  Pythagoras  as  the  discoverer  of 
the  theorem  which  states  that  the  square  on  the 
hypotenuse  of  a right-angled  triangle  is  the  sum 
of  the  squares  on  the  other  two  sides.  Musicians 
remember  him  as  the  discoverer  of  the  octave. 
Philosophers  and  mystics  know  of  him  for  other 
reasons.  Although  mathematics  was  his  first  love, 
he  was  a many-sided  chap.  In  fact  so  broad  was 
the  scope  of  his  talents  that  even  numismatists 
find  Pythagoras  worthy  of  their  attention.  Sev- 
eral authorities,  including  Babelon,  the  Due  de 
Luynes,  and  Seltman,  suggest  that  the  strange 
coinages  minted  during  the  6th  Century  in  the 
Greek  cities  of  South  Italy  were  his  innovation,  and 
that  they  may  derive  from  his  own  philosophical 
concepts.  I think  this  aspect  of  the  Philosopher- 
Mathematician’s  achievements  will  come  as  some- 
thing of  a surprise  to  most  Collectors.  A word 
about  it,  then,  could  be  of  interest  to  the  readers 
of  the  Review. 

Pythagoras  was  born  on  the  island  of  Samos 
in  the  Aegean  Sea  in  the  first  half  of  the  6th 
Century  B.C.  His  young  manhood  was  spent  there 
under  the  tyranny  of  Polycrates.  He  left  Samos  around  535  B.C.  and  went  to  Croton 
in  South  Italy.  When  he  arrived  there,  the  Crotoniates  were  staggering  from  a severe 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  people  of  Locri.  The  city  was  suffering  so  seriously  in  a 
political  way  that  Pythagoras  was  called  upon  to  reorganize  the  government.  He 
established  a brotherhood  of  philosopher-mystics  with  himself  as  its  head.  But 
Pythagoras  did  not  stop  at  Croton.  He  established  his  brotherhoods,  and  thereby  his 
influence,  in  several  of  the  surrounding  Greek  cities.

The  coinage  of  these  cities  was  all  struck  in  the  same  way,  probably  from  hinged 
dies,  to  create  beautiful  but  extraordinary  pieces  on  which  the  obverse  die  in  relief 
was  paralleled  in  every  case  by  an  incuse  or  intaglio  of  the  same  design  on  the  reverse. 
Thus  we  find  Croton  herself  minting  coins  showing  Apollo’s  tripod  in  relief  on  the 
obverse  and  in  intaglio  on  the  reverse.  Similarly,  Tarentum  struck  two  coins,  one  with 
Apollo,  the  other  with  Phalanthus  on  his  dolphin.  The  latter  coin  is  rare.  In  both  cases, 
incuse  designs  of  the  same  devices  appear  on  the  reverse.  Metapontum  had  her  ear 
of  barley,  Sybaris  her  bull,  Poseidonia  her  patron  god,  Poseidon.  Siris  and  Pyxus, 
dependencies  of  Sybaris,  also  show  the  Sybaritic  bull.  Zancle  in  Sicily  fell  into  this 
group  for  she  had  a coinage  showing  the  sickle-shaped  harbour  within  which  dives  a 
dolphin.  Rhegium  and  Laus  have  a man-headed  bull  on  two  sides  of  their  coins ; and 
Caulonia,  the  first  four  letters  of  her  name  behind  the  striding  Apollo.  Two  mysterious 
cities  bearing  the  abbreviated  words  “Pal”  and  “Mol”  show  a boar  on  both  sides.  Others 
have  the  initial  letters  of  their  names  on  the  obverse,  but  not  on  the  reverse,  such  as 
Metapontum  and  Croton.  This  proves  that  the  designs  were  not  a species  of  repousse 
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work  but  the  result  of  hinged  dies  as  we  noted  before.  The  close  numismatic  link  be- 
tween these  cities  is  further  emphasized  by  the  cable  border  appearing  on  the  obverse 
of  their  issues. 


If  we  include  the  two  still  nameless  cities,  known  only  from  their  incuse  boars, 
there  were  thirteen  which  appear  to  have  coined  in  this  fashion.  The  total  must 
be  reduced  to  eleven  by  numismatic  count  because  Siris  and  Pyxus,  and  “Pal”  and 
“Mol,”  issued  their  coins  jointly.  But  the  Collector  is  likely  to  find  it  very  difficult,  if 
not  impossible,  to  locate  specimens  from  the  entire  group.  The  coins  of  Tarentum  are 
extremely  rare.  Coin  Galleries  has  never  had  a specimen  from  this  city,  or  any  of  the 
very  rare  pieces  struck  by  Laus,  Zancle  or  Rhegium.  The  incuse  bull  on  the  coins  of 
Siris  and  Pyxus  is  differentiated  from  the  similar  type  of  Sybaris  by  having  the  names 
of  the  two  towns  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  respectively.  The  boar  coins  of  the  still  un- 
discovered cities  also  have  the  same  characteristic.  It  is  thought  that  “Pal”  and  “Mol” 
are  abbreviations,  the  full  meaning  of  which  still  escapes  scholars.  In  effect,  there  are 
only  five  incuse  coins  from  Magna  Graecia  which  are  likely  to  be  available.  Those  of

Poseidonia  and  Caulonia,  while  rare,  are  not  impossible  to  find.  Those  of  Metapontum, 
Sybaris  and  Croton  probably  will  be  familiar  to  most  Collectors  of  Ancients.  There 
are  three  nice  examples  in  this  issue  of  the  Review,  numbered  C62,  C63  and  C64,  all 
illustrated  on  the  plates. 

Why  should  Pythagoras  have  had  anything  to  do  with  this  coinage?  True,  he 
created  a political  federation  of  these  cities,  and  the  coinage  seems  to  indicate  some 
sort  of  commercial  confederacy.  But  one  interesting  thing  about  this  many-sided  man 
is  that  his  father  probably  was  a gem  engraver.  Die  cutting  is,  after  all,  not  far  removed 
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from  gem  engraving  as  an  art  form.  Pythagoras  would  have  been  familiar  with  the 
techniques  of  intaglio  engraving  in  various  media  from  his  boyhood. 

Nevertheless,  we  have  to  look  beyond  the  experiences  of  his  youth  to  explain  his 
connection  with  the  incuse  coinage  of  the  southern  Graeco-Italian  city  states  in  the 
6th  Century.  Aristotle  tells  us  in  the  Metaphysics  that  Pythagoras  evolved  in  his 
philosophy  what  may  be  called  the  “duality  of  opposites”  and  lists  several  examples. 
They  include:  the  finite  and  the  infinite;  the  right  and  the  left;  the  odd  and  the  even; 
the  male  and  the  female;  great  and  small;  sweet  and  bitter;  light  and  darkness;  Good 
and  Evil.  At  least  one  scholar  suggests  that  there  could  be  no  better  symbol  of 
Pythagoras’  doctrine  of  the  duality  of  opposites  than  a coin  with  its  obverse  and 
reverse.  In  the  case  of  this  unusual  coinage  we  find  the  incuse  and  the  “excuse”  of  the 
same  design. 

So  it  is  widely  believed  that  Pythagoras  was  the  originator  of  this  6th  Century 
coinage.  He  is  respected  for  many  things,  but  the  brotherhoods  he  founded  all  over 
the  South  Italian  Greek  towns  were  well-known  in  his  own  day  and  later  for  the 
severity  of  their  monastic  discipline.  Some  of  his  tabus  are  inexplicable.  Beans  were 
tabu,  and  Bertrand  Russell,  in  the  History  of  Western  Philosophy,  true  to  his  exuberant 
style,  cannot  refrain  from  the  witticism  that  Pythagoras  founded  a religion  based  on 
the  sanctity  of  numbers  and  the  sinfulness  of  eating  beans.  Be  that  as  it  may,  if 
Pythagoras  did  create  this  coinage  and  he  seems  to  have  done  so,  he  has  left  one 
more  great  tribute  to  his  name. 


COMMENT  ANYONE? 

Some  of  the  “numismatic”  letters  received  in  this  office  would  seem  to  present  an 
opportunity  for  a useful  comment.  There  are  occasions  when  we  do  this  ourselves,  if  we 
can  find  the  time.  We  are  including  two  letters  here  which  might  inspire  those  interested 
in  Ancients  to  express  their  opinions  about  the  issues  raised  by  the  writers. 

“Dear  Sir : 

I have  a pet  peeve  with  most  Roman  coin  sales  lists.  Why  always  ‘Julius  Caesar, 
ASSASSINATED  44  B.C.?’  In  so  many  words  SO  WHAT!  If  this  is  always  used  why 
not  ‘Tiberius  probably  assassinated  37  A.D.  or  Caracalla  assassinated  217  A.D.’?  I am  sure 
Brutus,  who  thought  he  was  helping  save  the  republic,  would  not  appreciate  this  con- 
stant throwing  in  his  face  of  ‘ASSASSINATED  44  B.C.’  by  today’s  catalogers.

“Dear  Sir: 

I would  like  to  comment  on  your  statement  concerning  the  ‘gold  tribute  penny’ 
on  p.  286  of  the  Numismatic  Review,  Vol.  V,  No.  6.  While  such  a designation  is  mis- 
leading as  well  as  amusing,  it  does  bear  some  accuracy.  If,  as  you  said  in  the  following 
article,  ‘Coins  of  Palestine’,  Tiberius  was  such  a thrifty  ruler  in  regard  to  the  severe 
limitations  on  the  output  of  die  types,  thus  saving  government  costs,  why  should  he 
have  made  special  dies  for  his  gold  issues?  It  would  be  more  logical  for  him  to  have 
struck  gold  and  silver  from  the  same  dies.  This  would  be  similar  to  the  striking  of 
modern  minor  coin  types  in  gold  for  the  purpose  of  pattern,  presentation,  or  even 
circulation  by  some  countries,  examples  of  which  are  occasionally  listed  by  you.  It  seems 
to  me  more  than  a coincidence,  but  rather  intentional  economic  policy  of  the  Romans, 
that  the  aureus  is  for  all  intents  and  purposes,  the  same  size  as  the  denarius.  Dies 
could  easily  have  been  used  alternately  in  both  metals  for  the  sake  of  ‘thrift.’

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THE  NUMISMATIC  EXPERT

It  will  not  have  escaped  the  readers  of  the  Review  that  the  Editor  has  always 
been  a firm  believer  in  what  might  be  called  the  intellectual  side  of  the  hobby  of  coin 
collecting,  as  distinct  from  the  purely  acquisitive.  Of  course,  the  Collector  cannot  sur- 
vive on  ideas,  books  and  pictures  alone.  He  needs  coins  too.  But  knowledge  is  more 
than  the  cornerstone  of  Numismatics.  The  admonition,  “Know  your  coins”  is  more  than 
a pious  platitude.  Knowledge  provides  the  only  route  to  the  complete  personal  satis- 
faction and  relaxation  every  Collector  has  the  right  to  expect  from  his  hobby. 

With  views  of  this  kind  we  naturally  look  with  favor  on  the  efforts  of  others  who 
hold  the  same  beliefs  and  act  on  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  collecting  fraternity  as  a 
whole.  The  more  columns  and  articles  on  coins  the  better.  Nevertheless,  people  who 
undertake  to  write  columns  should  know  something  about  their  subject.  If  they  don’t, 
they  impose  on  themselves  as  well  as  on  others.  These  observations  will  hardly  stun 
anyone  with  the  force  of  a blinding  revelation,  but  they  are  still  worth  making.  The 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  coin  publications  in  recent  years  has  created  a demand 
for  numismatic  stories  to  fill  in  spaces  between  the  advertisements.  The  public  has 
always  had  a touching  faith  in  the  validity  of  anything  appearing  in  print.  It  is  a pity 
that  trust  so  freely  given  is  so  often  abused.  The  quantity  and  quality  of  the  nonsense 
found  in  these  coin  publications  today  has  to  be  experienced  to  be  believed.  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  argue  with  nonsense.  Before  you  know  where  you  are  someone  will  say, 
“You  have  your  opinion  and  I have  mine.”  The  discussion  then  promptly  becomes  a 
personal  squabble. 

There  is  nothing  so  likely  to  generate  more  heat,  hurt  feelings  and  less  light  than 
differing  with  the  opinions  of  a half  informed  person.  So  we  will  have  nothing  more 
to  say  about  nonsense  and  devote  our  attention  to  the  “Expert.”  This  type  doesn’t 
deal  in  opinions.  He  deals  in  facts.  He  is  the  man  who  really  knows  and  is  glad  to 
share  his  knowledge  with  others.  The  ambition  is  a worthy  one.  But  the  Good  Book 
very  aptly  warns,  “Beware  of  false  prophets,  which  come  to  you  in  sheep’s  clothing  — ,” 
adding  rather  helpfully,  “Ye  shall  know  them  by  their  fruits.”  To  reduce  the  discussion 
from  the  general  to  the  particular,  we  will  consider  the  recent  “fruits”  of  a somewhat 
muddled  numismatic  “Expert,”  without  mentioning  names,  of  course. 

In  an  issue  of  a highly  respected  coin  paper  a columnist  undertook  to  explain  the 
meaning  of  the  legend  on  a coin  of  Constantius  II  sent  to  him  by  a reader  thirsting  for 
information.  In  reply  to  the  inquiry  he  wrote,  “The  writing  is  Latin,  in  abbreviated 
form.  The  obverse  has  a laureate  bust  of  the  Emperor  facing  right  with  the  inscription 
‘DN  CONSTANTIVS  PF  AVG’  which  unabbreviated  is  ‘Dominus  Noster  Constantius 
Pius  Fils  Augustus,’  meaning  in  English,  ‘Our  Lord  Constantius,  Pious  Son  of  Augustus.” 
We  will  pass  over  the  use  of  the  hitherto  unknown  term,  “unabbreviated,”  as  well  as 
the  absence  of  any  genitive  case  after  “Fils,”  and  merely  observe  that  the  likelihood 
of  the  Romans  using  a French  word  on  one  of  their  coins  is  remote.  The  Latin  noun 
for  son  happens  to  be  “Filius”  which  would  itself,  of  course,  be  followed  by  the  genitive 
to  indicate  “Son  of.”  In  addition,  our  own  numismatic  experience  has  been  so  limited 
we  have  never  had  the  good  fortune  to  find  Latin  “writing”  on  any  Ancient  coin.  In 
two  rather  awkward  sentences  our  “Expert”  exposes  a certain  weakness  in  English 
and  gives  us  to  understand  that  he  knows  a word  of  French.  What  of  his  Latin?  A 
man  qualified  to  advise  all  comers  about  their  Ancient  coins  surely  ought  to  be  able 
to  give  an  accurate  interpretation  of  a simple  inscription  in  that  language. 
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His  effort  to  “unabbreviate”  the  legend  is  actually  rather  curious.  The  first  four 
words  are  rendered  correctly.  When  he  arrived  at  the  “F”  in  “PF”  he  deviated  rather 
wildly  from  the  meaning  of  that  letter  commonly  accepted  by  scholars  familiar  with 
Roman  numismatics.  It  does  not  stand  for  “Fils,”  or  even  “Filius,”  but  “Felix”  and 
should  be  translated  here  as  “fortunate”  or  “lucky.”  A moment’s  thought  will  show 
that  this  makes  a hash  of  his  rendition  of  the  legend.  Nevertheless,  having  used  the 
word  “Fils”  he  ought  to  have  taken  warning  and  reconsidered  his  position.  Anyone 
really  equipped  to  convey  information  about  a Roman  coin,  no  matter  how  weak  his 
command  of  Latin,  would  at  once  have  gathered  that  something  had  gone  awry.  The 
Constantius  in  question  was  not  a son  of  Augustus,  but  of  Constantine  the  Great,  the 
first  Christian  Emperor. 

If  we  take  the  last  three  words  of  the  full  legend  correctly  as  “PIVS  FELIX 
AVGVSTVS”  (there  was  no  U in  the  Roman  alphabet)  we  come  up  with  a version 
somewhat  different  from  the  one  given  above.  We  would  suggest,  “Our  Lord  Constantius 
(the)  Pious  (and)  Fortunate  Augustus.”  But  this  is  not  quite  enough.  If  the  Emperor’s 
name  was  Constantius,  why  was  he  called  Pious  and  Fortunate  (or  Lucky)  Augustus? 
The  man  we  always  associate  with  the  designation  died  in  the  year  14.  Constantius 
held  supreme  power  from  337  to  361.  Obviously  some  light  needs  to  be  shed  on  the 
use  of  “Augustus.”  Briefly,  it  was  not  a name  at  all,  but  a title  of  honor  used  here  in 
the  same  way  we  use  President  or  Queen  today.  The  title  was  first  conferred  on 
Octavian  by  the  Roman  Senate  in  27  B.C.,  four  years  after  the  battle  of  Actium.  It 
has  become  customary  to  think  of  him  as  “Augustus  Caesar,”  or  simply  “Augustus” 
by  way  of  distinguishing  him  from  his  successors,  for  wThat  was  only  a title  for  them 
was  both  title  and  name  for  him.  In  the  course  of  time  the  word  became  an  intergral 
part  of  the  Imperial  style.  All  the  Emperors  were  “Augustus”  by  virtue  of  their  office, 
just  as  Elizabeth  II  is  Queen  by  virtue  of  hers.  If  any  sense  is  to  be  made  of  the 
legend,  this  information  should  have  been  furnished  to  the  owner  of  the  coin. 

The  reference  to  Constantius  as  “Pious”  should  hardly  require  much  in  the  way 
of  comment.  The  word  was  used  as  a name  and  as  an  honorific  before  the  adoption  of 
Christianity  with  much  the  same  basic  meaning  as  it  continued  to  have  thereafter.  In 
this  particular  case  it  indicated  the  Emperor  was  considered  officially  to  be  a dutiful 

Christian.  But  the  concept  of  the  ruler  as  fortunate,  lucky  or  auspicious  retains  a 

distinctly  old  Roman  and  pagan  flavor.  It  was  important  that  the  Emperor  have  these 
qualities  because  he  automatically  conferred  them  on  his  people.  The  new  Christianity 
did  not  persuade  ordinary  Roman  citizens  to  forsake  their  belief  in  Lady  Luck,  as 
American  citizens  who  live  in  the  Atomic  Age  will  surely  understand. 

Having  put  one  foot  in  his  mouth,  the  columnist  didn’t  miss  a chance  to  introduce 

the  other  into  the  same  place.  Continuing  his  analysis  he  wrote,  “The  reverse  has 

within  a wreath,  “VOT  XX  MVLT  XXX”  meaning  “The  20th  Vows  (of  the  Emperor) 
Multiplied  30  times.”  We  are  not  at  all  sure  this  comment  is  terribly  helpful,  regardless 
of  its  accuracy,  unless  something  is  said  about  the  nature  of  the  Vows  and  why  they 
were  considered  of  enough  significance  to  commemorate  on  a coin.  Here  again  we 
are  faced  with  an  Imperial  practice,  little  affected  by  the  adoption  of  Christianity,  which 
had  a variety  of  numismatic  manifestations.  Our  explanation  will  be  limited  to  the 
probable  meaning  of  the  particular  inscription  under  discussion. 

In  the  round,  at  the  beginning  of  a reign  the  Roman  Emperor  undertook  Vows 

before  the  Deity  or  Deities  recognized  by  the  State,  to  assure  the  continuity  of  his 

power.  To  put  it  another  way,  he  prayed  for  a long  and  successful  tenure  of  office. 

Not  wanting  to  tempt  fate,  he  limited  the  duration  of  the  period  he  expected  to  receive 
the  favor  of  the  Gods  to  five  or  ten  years.  At  the  end  of  the  specified  period  he  again 
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went  to  the  Pagan  Temple  or  Christian  Church  to  fulfill  his  Vows,  in  gratitude  for  his 
personal  and  political  survival,  often  no  mean  feat.  At  the  same  time  he  renewed  the 
Vows  for  another  specified  period.  The  Imperial  sacrifice,  or  other  ceremony,  was 
accompanied  by  public  festivities  in  which  the  people  joyfully  participated.  The  pleasure 
experienced  by  the  Roman  citizens  on  these  occasions  was  not  based  solely  on  the 
satisfactions  to  be  found  in  going  to  a circus.  The  welfare  of  the  Ruler  and  the  ruled 
was  considered  to  be  interdependent.  It  will  perhaps  be  easier  to  understand  this  when 
we  remember  how  the  recent  death  of  a President  of  the  United  States  caused  a pro- 
found national  shock  and  a feeling  of  almost  personal  uneasiness  on  the  part  of  many 
Americans. 

With  the  historical  background  in  mind  we  can  return  to  the  problem  of  the 
meaning  of  the  inscription  on  the  reverse  of  the  coin.  It  is  not  easy  to  give  a literal 
translation  of  VOT  XX  MVLT  XXX  because  we  are  dealing  with  the  compact  ex- 
pression of  a series  of  involved  ideas  quite  familiar  to  the  Romans  but  not  necessarily 
to  us.  One  thing  is  certain,  our  “Expert’s”  attempt  won’t  do.  Multiplying  the  twentieth 
set  of  even  Imperial  Vows  by  thirty  has  a much  too  modern  ring,  apart  from  anything 
else.  We  can  remember  the  small  tempest  caused  when,  swearing  to  defend  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  for  the  sixth  time,  a young  man  suggested  that  if  the  first 
oath  didn’t  hold  the  sixth  wouldn’t  be  much  good  either.  Logically  he  may  have  been 
right,  but  he  didn’t  take  into  account  the  tremendous  importance  mechanical  repetition 
of  small  ceremonial  gestures  has  for  the  American  mind.  The  more  sophisticated  Latin 
intelligence  regarded  these  matters  as  more  than  routine.  The  Romans  were  careful 
not  to  debase  Oaths  and  Vows  or  make  them  ridiculous  by  overuse.  The  interval  be- 
tween XX  and  XXX  in  this  instance  indicates  that  Constantius  took  his  Vows  every 
tenth  year.  The  inscription  can  probably  be  best  rendered  as,  “Vows  for  the  first  20 
years  have  been  fulfilled  and  new  Vows  for  a further  10  years  up  to  30  have  been 
undertaken,”  or,  “The  second  Decennial  Vows  have  been  fulfilled  and  the  third  Decennial 
Vows  undertaken.”  The  information  was  of  supreme  importance  to  the  Roman  populace. 
It  was  put  on  the  coinage  to  give  it  maximum  publicity  throughout  the  Empire.  This 
is  far  removed  from  giving  the  word  MVLTIS  the  meaning  of  “multiplied.” 

While  the  intent  of  our  sermon  should  now  be  clear  to  every  reader,  we  probably 
should  point  out  that  the  example  of  the  muddled  “Expert”  at  work  we  just  discussed 
was  chosen  purely  by  chance.  Nevertheless,  it  does  serve  to  make  the  point.  Anyone 
who  sets  himself  up  as  an  authority  on  Roman  coins  ought  to  know  something  about 
Roman  history,  Roman  numismatics  and  have  at  least  a nodding  acquaintance  with 
the  Latin  language.  One  not  very  happy  result  of  the  fantastic  increase  in  the  number 
of  individuals  attracted  to  coin  collecting  as  a hobby  in  recent  years  has  been  the 
appearance  of  authorities  ill  equipped  for  the  role  they  have  so  easily  assumed. 

We  began  our  remarks  by  giving  a good  reason  why  every  Collector  should  pay 
attention  to  the  intellectual  side  of  the  hobby.  We  will  close  with  another.  You  must 
know  your  coins  if  you  wish  to  avoid  being  taken  in  by  the  Golden  Hoard  of  the 
numismatically  ill  equipped.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  periodicals  and  other  pub- 
lications associated  with  collecting  has  made  it  possible  for  more  people  to  misinform 
an  increasingly  large  audience.  The  only  way  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  sound 
Biblical  advice,  “Beware  of  false  prophets,”  is  to  know  them  by  their  (numismatic) 
fruits  yourself.  Besides  you  can  never  tell  where  this  sort  of  thing  can  lead.  One  day 
you  might  find  your  own  name  in  print  as  you  share  your  knowledge  with  others, 
secure  in  the  realization  that  you  are  not  doing  so  in  “Sheep’s  clothing.”  Did  you  ever 
think  of  that?

One  is  a bronze  Litra  of  the 
Sicilian  Island  of  Lipara  and  the  other  a Roman  bronze  medallion  of  Marcus 
Aurelius.  Both  can  be  considered  antique  works  of  art  of  great  importance. 

These  pieces  have  been  left  with  the  Galleries  by  their  owner  who  is  inter- 
ested in  disposing  of  them.  For  this  reason  we  have  not  priced  them.  Anyone 
who  may  be  interested  in  considering  their  purchase  is  invited  to  write  to  us.

EARLY  MEDIEVAL  COINAGE 

From  the  Fifth  to  the  Seventh  Century,  “throughout  the  Mediterranean  - in  the 
rich  towns  of  the  Near  East,  in  the  markets  of  North  Africa,  in  the  ports  of  Italy, 
around  the  monasteries  and  the  castles  of  France  and  of  Spain  - one  coin  enjoyed  an 
absolute  prestige  over  the  others,  the  gold  solidus  of  the  Byzantine  Empire.  Kosmas 
Indicopleustes,  a Greek  monk,  who  in  his  youth  had  been  an  adventurous  merchant  and 
traveler,  could  proudly  state  in  the  sixth  century  that  the  gold  coin  of  the  Byzantine 
Empire  ‘is  accepted  everywhere  from  end  to  end  of  the  earth.  It  is  admired  by  all  men 
and  in  all  kingdoms  because  no  kingdom  has  a currency  that  can  be  compared  to  it.’ 
This  situation  lasted  until  the  end  of  the  seventh  century. 

In  the  last  decade  of  the  seventh  century  that  unity  broke  up.  By  that  time  the 
Arabs  had  been  upon  the  scene  for  a long  time.  In  the  first  generations  they  continued 
to  use  for  their  transactions  the  Byzantine  gold  coins  (which  they  called  dinars)  and 
the  Persian  silver  coins  (which  they  called  dirhems).  If  they  struck  gold  coins,  they 
simply  imitated  the  coin  of  the  Byzantine  emperors.  As  an  ancient  Moslem  writer  said: 
‘Before  the  reign  of  Obdel  Malek  all  the  dinars  had  Greek  inscriptions.”  “Money,  Prices, 
and  Civilization.”

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AN  ANALYSIS  OF  ROBERT  WERLICH’S,  “ORDERS  AND  DECORATIONS 


OF  ALL  NATIONS”

Summer  has  charms  much  more  clearly  perceived  by  small  boys  than  by  their  adult 
superiors.  When  August  rolls  around,  and  the  family  vacation  happens  to  be  over, 
grownups  are  often  depressed  by  the  drabness  of  the  days  and  the  season.  At  least 
this  one  is.  On  the  east  coast  of  the  United  States  the  situation  is  particularly  mourn- 
ful. We  are  suffering  from  a water  shortage  without  the  benefit  of  clear  cloudless  days, 
except  during  the  middle  of  the  week.  The  weekends  have  been  overcast  and  dull,  with 
light  airs  along  the  coast.  It  hasn’t  even  been  hot  enough  to  justify  complaining  about 
the  evils  of  New  York  summer  weather,  traditionally  a great  source  of  satisfaction  to 
the  natives.  Life  has  no  zip  and  zing.  Nobody  has  an  opinion  about  anything  you  can 
even  disagree  with.  The  dead  hand  of  conventionality,  and  the  fear  of  being  “contro- 
versial” grips  the  body  politic  and  makes  the  normal  routine  of  social  and  business 
intercourse  flatter  than  usual  and  quite  in  tune  with  the  season.  The  once  admired 
American  pioneering  and  adventurous  spirit  is  so  submerged  a thoughtful  man  can  reas- 
onably wonder  if  it  ever  existed.  The  older  generation,  brought  up  to  read  books,  will 
recall  the  awful  boredom  of  Tom  Sawyer  in  Church  on  a summer  Sunday  and  how  his 
painful  situation  was  relieved  by  a “cinch  bug”  fastening  itself  to  a tender  part  of  the 
anatomy  of  a wandering  puppy.  Something  exciting  is  needed,  but  where  to  find  it? 

The  boredom  of  my  August  days,  I’m  glad  to  say,  has  just  been  relieved  by  a new 
book  sent  to  me  for  review.  I refer  to  Robert  Werlich’s,  “The  Orders  and  Decorations 
of  All  Nations”,  published  by  the  Quaker  Press  in  Washington,  D.  C.  I know  this  will 
sound  like  an  anti-climax  to  the  reader  whose  numismatic  interests  lie  far  afield  from 
the  author’s  subject.  Some  general  explanation  is  needed,  therefore,  if  the  thesis  implied 
in  the  first  paragraph  is  to  be  justified  for  the  happy  coin  collector  who  has  wandered 
into  this  essay  on  book  reviewing  by  mistake.  If  you  reflect  a minute  you’ll  realize 
there  is  nothing  so  dull  as  a thoroughly  good  book,  particularly  if  you  are  forced  to 
write  something  about  it.  A really  bad  one  is  much  more  fun  because  you  can  show  off 
your  own  superior  knowledge.  Unfortunately,  publishers  are  so  canny  these  days  that 
it  is  hard  to  find  a good  example  of  a very  bad  book.  The  particular  charm  of  Mr. 
Werlich’s  book  is  that  it  provides  the  missing  ingredient  necessary  to  spark  up  the  dull 
summer.  I have  never  had  the  privilege  of  encountering  a volume  so  richly  endowed 
with  contrasting  qualities.  It  can  only  be  compared  to  the  little  girl  who  had  a little  curl 
right  in  the  middle  of  her  forehead — “When  she  was  good  she  was  very,  very  good  and 
when  she  was  bad  she  was  horrid”.  This  work  cannot  be  discussed  within  a framework 
of  bland  generalities.  There  are  no  pastel  shades  to  be  found  anywhere  between  the  two 
covers.  There  is  no  way  to  consider  it  except  in  terms  of  violent  contrasting  colors.  If 
there  are  others  besides  myself  who  are  oppressed  by  the  dull  mediocrity  of  this  parti- 
cular August  they  should  find  some  relief  in  the  remarks  which  follow. 

Before  turning  to  the  work  itself,  a word  about  the  overall  literary  background  may 
be  helpful.  There  is  no  modern  publication  dealing  with  the  Orders  and  Decorations 
issued  by  all  the  National  Governments  in  existence  today.  The  only  volume  which  ap- 
proaches being  a general  survey  of  the  subject  was  issued  in  Italy  in  the  1920’s.  The 
shortage  has  been  so  marked,  and  the  demand  so  insistent  that  the  classic,  “Handbuch 
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der  Ritter  und  Verdienstorden”  by  Gritzner,  dated  1892,  has  been  reproduced  in  facsi- 
mile by  an  Austrian  publisher.  Neither  of  these  volumes  touch  the  great  changes  which 
have  taken  place  since  1945.  Specialized  Monographs  have  all  tended  to  discuss  the 
historic  distinctions  of  the  past.  There  has  been  no  information  available  at  all,  even  in 
Monograph  form,  about  the  awards  of  the  new  Nation  States  thrown  up  by  the  last 
war  and  many  of  the  Latin  American  countries.  The  gap  was  there  to  be  filled  and  Mr. 
Werlich  valiantly  set  about  filling  it.  For  this  he  cannot  be  overpraised.  The  very  fact 
he  has  made  the  attempt  and  that  his  work  is  written  in  English,  a rare  language  in 
this  particular  field,  is  a major  achievement,  make  no  mistake  about  it. 

The  physical  appearance  of,  “Orders  and  Decorations  of  AH  Nations”,  is  entirely  in 
its  favor.  Measuring  8^2"  by  11^4",  attractively  bound  in  blue  cloth,  printed  on  fine 
coated  stock,  it  looks  like  an  exceptionally  good  value  for  the  retail  price  of  $20.00.  The 
328  pages  are  lavishly  sprinkled  with  black  and  white  illustrations  which  must  total  close 
to  a thousand.  By  and  large  they  are  clear  and  convincing.  To  complain  about 
the  few  which  are  not  would  be  niggling  about  a detail  quite  unimportant  in  view  of  the 
overall  excellence  of  the  whole.  Their  very  quantity  represents  a stupendous  labor,  which 
can  only  command  this  reviewer’s  admiration.  The  five  color  plates  serve  to  give  some 
idea  of  the  visual  charm  every  Collector  finds  in  insignia.  The  subject  matter  is  arranged 
in  alphabetical  order,  with  the  decorations  of  the  United  States  being  dealt  with  first, 
as  is  only  right. 

Silly  and  misleading  titles  are  a commonplace  today.  There  is  nothing  misleading 
about  the  title  Mr.  Werlich  chose.  He  very  nearly  covers  the  awards  of  “All  Nations.” 
Certain  of  the  omissions,  like  modern  China,  Cuba,  North  Korea  and  North  Vietnam, 
were  left  out  for  reasons  beyond  his  control.  The  information  he  has  made  available 
about  the  European  Iron  Curtain  countries  and  many,  if  not  all,  of  the  new  States  in 
Africa  and  Asia  is  particularly  welcome  because,  I stress  again,  it  is  simply  not  available 
for  ready  reference  anywhere  else.  With  the  increasing  importance  of  the  Latin 
American  countries  today,  many  North  Americans  in  official  positions  will  find  his 
treatment  of  the  decorations  of  these  nations  particularly  useful.  The  strength  of  the 
book  lies  in  the  fresh  information  it  imparts  and  the  near  completeness  of  the  survey. 
Naturally  there  must  be  a certain  limitation  in  the  textual  material  presented,  and  the 
odd  specialist  may  grumble  because  some  favorite  point  has  been  slighted  or  ignored. 
To  complaints  of  this  kind,  it  can  be  said  in  the  author’s  defense  that  he  did  not  set 
out  to  write  a specialized  monograph.  If  a few  fish  have  slipped  through  his  necessarily 
wide  net,  it  can  hardly  be  considered  a valid  criticism  to  emphasize  the  point  too  loudly. 

With  all  these  things  said,  however,  there  are  valid  criticisms  to  be  made.  My  re- 
marks so  far  give  only  one  side  of  the  picture,  as  the  alert  reader  already  will  have 
grasped.  Anyone  familiar  with  books  realizes  that  there  never  has  been  a technical  work 
published  entirely  free  from  errors.  No  author  can  produce  a general  survey  without  a 
few  minor  factual  mistakes  creeping  into  the  finished  product  and  for  these  he  is  gen- 
erally forgiven.  That  Mr.  Werlich  is  sensibly  aware  of  this  is  shown  in  his  Introduction 
where  he  asks  that  errors  and  omissions  be  brought  directly  to  his  attention  by  mail. 
Nevertheless,  it  must  not  be  overlooked  that  the  public  has  the  right  to  expect  such 
faults  will  be  reduced  to  a minimum.  A massive  accumulation  of  clear  factual  errors  can 
undermine  the  reader’s  confidence  in  the  author’s  qualifications  to  deal  with  his  subject. 
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It  is  not  easy  for  the  writer  of  a signed  review  to  criticize  another’s  work  too  severe- 
ly without  giving  the  impression  he  is  either  carping,  or  showing  off,  although  a few 
warning  comments  should  always  be  considered  legitimate.  But  Mr.  Werlich  has  man- 
aged to  pose  this  reviewer  with  a major  problem  of  awesome  proportions.  His  otherwise 
excellent  book  is  marred  by  an  appalling  and  quite  incredible  quantity  of  plain  unequi- 
vocal errors  in  the  realm  of  fact  and  observation.  To  avoid  being  misunderstood,  it  might 
be  well  to  repeat  this  comment  in  another  way.  I am  not  entering  into  the  twilight  realm 
of  opinion,  but  referring  to  hard  technicalities  in  areas  where  there  is  no  room  for 
maneuver  or  “considering  the  other  side  of  the  question”.  There  is  no  other  side.  It  is 
simply  a matter  of  what  is  right  or  wrong,  fact  or  fiction.  There  are  too  many  mistakes. 

Confronted  by  a situation  of  the  kind  just  described,  it  is  necessary  for  the  reviewer 
to  devise  a method  of  bringing  the  problem  home  to  the  reader.  This  is  certainly  not 
the  place  to  attempt  a complete  list  of  the  faults.  It  will  take  the  cooperative  efforts  of 
all  scholars  in  the  field  before  the  grand  total  can  be  compiled.  I have  decided,  however, 
to  take  the  two  sections  which  I happen  to  be  particularly  equipped  to  handle,  with  a 
few  minor  side  observations  along  the  way,  and  lay  before  you  a random  sampling  of 
what  the  author  has  said,  with  a commentary  pointing  out  what  is  wrong.  You  should 
then  be  able  to  judge  the  material  on  its  merits  and  reach  your  own  conclusions. 


A SAMPLING  OF  ERRORS 

France 

1.  The  Order  of  the  Three  Golden  Fleeces.  Page  96. 

Created  by  Napoleon  I on  August  15,  1809  . . . “The  Order  came  in  one  class  and  was 
suppressed  on  July  28,  1815”.  There  is  additional  material  about  this  Order,  too  long 
to  quote  at  length. 

Comment:  The  only  correct  statement  in  the  entire  description  is  the  date  of 
foundation.  The  planned  Order  was  never  issued.  It  was  to  consist  of  three 
classes.  No  insignia  were  ever  made.  The  whole  project  was  cancelled  on  Septem- 
ber 27,  1813.  The  badge  described  is  a fairly  modern  copy. 

Great  Britain. 

1.  The  Order  of  the  Thistle.  Page  145. 

“The  badge  is  never  worn  separately  from  the  Collar”  which,  “supports  an  oval  medal- 
lion” etc.  — “RIBBON.  Green  moire”. 

Comment:  Untrue.  There  is  a Collar  Badge  which  is  always  worn  from  the  Col- 
lar. The  Badge  described  is  the  “Medal,”  or  Sash  Badge.  It  is  never  worn  attached 
to  the  Collar.  The  Collar  Badge  is  not  described.  — The  Thistle  ribbon  is  green, 
but  is  not  watered. 

2.  The  Order  of  St.  Patrick.  Pages  146  and  147. 

“The  badge  is  never  worn  separately  but  always  from  the  Collar.  — RIBBON.  Green 
moire”.  The  Badge  illustrated  is  surmounted  by  a Harp  and  Crown. 

Comment:  Untrue.  The  badge  was  also  worn  from  the  Sash.  — The  Ribbon  of  St. 
Patrick  is  a light  sky  blue  and  not  green  “moire” ! The  Badge  illustrated  is  not 
the  Badge  of  the  Order,  but  the  Badge  of  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Order. 
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3.  The  Order  of  the  Bath.  Page  147. 

“Most  historians  agree  that  this  Order  was  established  by  King  Henry  IV  in  1399. 
It  was  revived  by  King  George  I on  May  18,  1725  and  was,  until  1847  a purely  mili- 
tary Order”. 

Comment:  Untrue.  Informed  historians  agree  to  nothing  of  the  kind.  The  insti- 
tution of  the  Knighthood  of  the  Bath  probably  did  exist  in  1399,  but  it  was  not 
an  Order.  From  the  foundation  in  1725,  the  Order  always  included  a number  of 
civilian  members.  In  1847  the  Civil  2nd  and  3rd  Classes  were  added  to  the  existing 
Civil  1st  Class.  — Although  the  Stars  of  the  G.C.B.  are  correctly  illustrated,  no 
reference  is  made  to  the  entirely  different  Stars  of  the  K.C.B. 

4.  The  Star  of  India.  Pages  148  and  149. 

“BADGE:  Onyx  profile  of  Queen  Victoria  on  a gold  background  . . . RIBBON:  Blue 
moire”  etc.  — “The  last  G.C.S.I.  insignia  sold  for  in  excess  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars”. 

Comment:  Untrue.  The  profile  is  on  an  onyx  background  which  is  an  integral 
part  of  the  cameo.  — The  ribbon  is  not  watered,  or  “moire”.  — A set  sold  in 
December  1964  for  less  than  one  third  of  the  figure  mentioned. 

5.  The  St.  Michael  & St.  George.  Page  149. 

“Established  by  King  George  III  on  August  2,  1818  primarily  as  an  award  to  British 
Subjects  for  distinguished  service  abroad  or  in  the  Commonwealth”. 

Comment:  Untrue.  As  established,  it  was  only  an  award  for  the  natives  of  the 
Ionian  Islands,  Malta  and  such  British  Subjects  who  held  high  positions  in  the 
Mediterranean.  Frequently  referred  to  at  the  time  as  “The  Ionian  Order.”  In 
1868  the  Statutes  were  modified  and  the  Order  conferred  for  services  in  the 
Colonies  and  in  Diplomacy. 


Kingdom  of  Italy 

1.  The  Annunziata.  Page  186. 

“ revised  as  an  Italian  Decoration  by  King  Victor  Emmanuel  II  in  1869.  This  Order 

was  awarded  — only  to  Roman  Catholics.  — the  recipient  must  have  first  re- 
ceived the  Order  of  Saint  Maurice  and  Lazarus.  — RIBBON : Blue  moire.” 

Comment:  Untrue.  The  Order  became  an  “Italian  Decoration”  in  1861,  although 
the  Statutes  were  revised  in  1869.  There  were  no  religious  qualifications  for  mem- 
bership. — There  was  no  ribbon  used  with  the  insignia  of  the  Knights  of  the 
Annunziata.  Officers  of  the  Order  wore  a badge  from  a light  blue  ribbon,  while 
Knights  wore  a strip  of  amaranthe  ribbon  bearing  a small  gilt  Star  of  the  Order 
if  they  had  the  right  to  military  uniform. 

2.  The  Order  of  Sts.  Maurice  and  Lazarus.  Page  186. 

“This  order  was  generally  awarded  only  to  Catholics  ”. 

Comment:  Untrue.  There  were  no  religious  qualifications  for  membership.  Upon 
its  re-establishment  in  1816,  after  the  Napoleonic  Wars,  the  Order  was  trans- 
formed into  an  award  for  merit.  In  1855  it  was  further  modified  to  conform 
closely  to  the  general  pattern  established  by  the  Legion  of  Honor. 
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Italy-Parma. 


1.  The  Constantine  Order.  Page  189. 

The  quotation  is  too  long  to  include  in  this  review. 

Comment:  The  author  has  completely  confused  the  history  of  the  Order  with 
the  main  branch  in  Naples,  which  he  unaccountably  does  not  mention  at  all  in 
the  proper  place.  His  summary  indicates  an  almost  total  ignorance  of  the  elemen- 
tary framework  of  18th  and  19th  Century  Italian  History.  The  description  of  the 
insignia  is  also  quite  wrong. 

Italy-Savoy.  Page  190. 

1.  The  Military  and  Civil  Orders  of  Savoy  are  listed  as  decorations  of  “Savoy”. 

Comment:  When  these  decorations  were  founded  there  was  no  international  poli- 
tical entity  known  as  “Savoy”.  That  province  was  a part  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Sardinia  at  the  time.  The  Orders  should  be  listed  under  the  Kingdom  of  Italy. 

Italy-Sicily.  Pages  191-193.  Sicily  did  not  issue  Orders  as  an  independent  state.  The  Bour- 
bon Monarchy  of  Naples  was  re-named  “The  Kingdom  of  the  Two  Sicilies”  in  1816,  but 
continued  to  be  called  “Naples”  in  common  parlance. 

1.  The  Order  of  Saint  Ferdinand. 

“Founded  on  April  1,  1800  by  King  Ferdinand  IV  of  Sicily  to  honor  civil  and  military 
loyalty  especially  by  the  Sicilian  nobility.  — RIBBON:  Dark  blue  edged  with  purple”. 

Comment:  King  Ferdinand  IV  of  Naples  was  Ferdinand  III  of  Sicily  before  1816. 
The  Order  was  strictly  an  Order  of  Merit,  sparingly  issued  and  was  not  intended 
to  reward  either  Sicilian  or  Neapolitan  Nobility  as  such.  — The  ribbon  was  dark 
blue  edged  with  red,  the  colors  of  the  Royal  House. 

2.  The  Order  of  St.  Januarius. 

“Instituted  on  July  6,  1738  by  King  Charles  of  the  two  Sicilys.  — STAR:  Obverse 

of  the  Badge  superimposed  on  a silver  plaque  . RIBBON : Dark  red  edged 

with  blue.” 

Comment:  Untrue.  The  “two  Sicilys”  did  not  exist  in  1738.  The  Star  was  a repre- 
sentation of  the  Badge,  with  the  cross  in  silver,  the  Bishop’s  figure  colored  and 
the  motto  added.  The  ribbon  was  plain  red  watered  silk.  There  was  no  blue 
edging. 

3.  The  Royal  Order  of  the  Two  Sicilies.  Page  192. 

“This  Order  was  abolished  in  1819.  Came  in  one  class.  STAR:  None.  RIBBON: 
Equal  stripes  blue,  red,  blue”. 

Comment:  Untrue  and  thoroughly  confused.  The  Order  was  founded  by  Joseph 
Bonaparte,  as  the  author  correctly  states  in  that  part  of  his  description  not 
quoted  in  full,  but  in  three  classes.  Further  modifications  were  made  by  Murat 
who  added  a Collar.  There  was  a Star  and  the  ribbon  was  sky  blue,  not  as  de- 
scribed. 

The  Order  was  taken  over  by  King  Ferdinand  in  1815  who  modified  the  in- 
signia again  and  added  a light  yellow  stripe  to  the  edges  of  the  ribbon  to  prevent 
confusion  with  the  ribbon  of  the  Constantine  Order.  On  January  1,  1819  it  was 
finally  abolished  and  the  members  given  the  new  Order  of  St.  George  of  the 
Reunion,  discussed  below. 
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4.  Order  of  St.  George  of  the  Reunion. 

“This  was  a military  order  founded  by  Joseph  Napoleon,  King  of  Naples,  on  Feb- 
ruary 24,  1808  and  revised  by  King  Ferdinand  IV  on  January  1,  1819.  It  was  awarded 
for  valor  and  loyalty.  There  were  four  classes  : Knights  of  the  Grand  Cross,  Com- 
manders, Officers  and  Chevaliers.  — lesser  grades  have  on  the  reverse  MERITO  in- 
stead of  VIRTUTI.  — RIBBON : Sky  blue  edged  with  red.” 

Comment:  This  brief  summary  of  the  author’s  main  “factual”  points  could  hard- 
ly be  more  inaccurate. 

The  Order  was  founded  by  Ferdinand  I of  the  Two  Sicilies  in  1819  to  replace 
the  Order  founded  by  Joseph  Bonaparte.  By  1860  it  was  composed  of  five  classes, 
Grand  Cross,  Grand  Officer,  Commander,  Officer,  Knights  of  Justice  and  Grace, 
and  two  medals.  Only  the  Badge  of  a Knight  of  Grace  and  the  silver  medal  car- 
ried the  word  MERITO  on  the  reverse.  All  the  other  grades,  issued  only  for 
combat  services,  had  VIRTUTI. 

The  ribbon  was  sky  blue  edged  with  yellow,  and  not  with  red. 

Vatican-Holy  See.  Pages  314-317. 

1.  The  Order  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre. 

Comment:  This  is  not  a Vatican  Order  but  an  independent  one  under  the  protec- 
tion of  the  Holy  See.  It  should  not  be  listed  under  this  heading. 

2.  The  Supreme  Order  of  Christ. 

“Cross  is  sometimes  suspended  from  a gold  crown,  sometimes  not.” 

Comment:  Untrue.  The  author  has  confused  the  insignia  of  the  Papal  Order  with 
the  Portuguese  Order  of  the  same  name,  even  to  the  extreme  of  using  illustra- 
tions of  the  Portuguese  Order.  The  Cross  of  the  Papal  Order  is  suspended  from 
a Crown  and  Military  Trophy,  and  worn  (since  1905)  from  a Collar  which  has 
not  been  described.  There  is  now  no  ribbon  to  the  Order,  although  before  1905 
it  was  red. 

3.  The  Orders  of  St.  Gregory  and  Pius  IX.  These  two  Orders  are  arranged  in  the  wrong 
sequence.  The  Order  of  Piux  IX  is  the  senior. 

“The  Order  of  Pius  comes  in  four  classes  : Knights  of  the  Grand  Cross,  Knights  with 
Badge,  Knights  with  Star  only  and  Knights”. 

Comment:  The  correct  title  is  “The  Order  of  Pius  IX”.  The  four  classes,  as  de- 
scribed, reduce  the  whole  question  of  the  grades  of  an  Order  to  a shambles. 

There  are  five  classes,  as  follows : Grand  Cross  with  Collar,  Grand  Cross, 
Commander  with  plaque,  Commander,  and  Knight.  There  are  not  and  never  have 
been  grades  of  “Knight  with  Badge,  and  Knights  with  Star  only”. 

4.  The  Order  of  St.  Sylvester  and  the  Golden  Spur.  The  author  manages  to  confuse 
these  two  institutions  just  as  badly  as  he  has  some  of  the  Neapolitan  Orders.  The 
mix-up  is  almost  too  complicated  to  straighten  out  briefly. 

a.  He  states  that  St.  Sylvester  was  founded  in  1841  and  revised  in  1905. 

Comment:  An  Order  of  St.  Sylvester  and  the  Golden  Spur  was  founded  in  1841. 
In  the  revision  of  1905  the  combined  Orders  were  separated  and  erected  into 
two  different  institutions,  with  changes  in  the  insignia.  The  Badge  of  St.  Syl- 
vester illustrated  is  that  used  before  1905  for  the  combined  Order. 
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b.  He  states  that  The  Order  of  the  Golden  Spur  was  replaced  in  1841  by  the  Order 
of  St.  Sylvester. 

Comment:  As  indicated  above,  in  1841  the  Golden  Spur  was  combined  with,  not 
replaced  by,  St.  Sylvester.  In  1905,  upon  the  separation  of  the  two  it  became  the 
second  highest  award  available  to  the  Holy  See. 

The  badge  illustrated  is  that  of  the  modern  Order  and  not  an  abolished 
Order.  The  Badge  is  not  gold,  but  enameled  in  yellow.  The  ribbon  now  appears 
to  have  been  replaced  by  a Collar. 

In  preparing  this  list  of  mistakes,  I did  not  intend  to  make  a definitive  compilation, 
with  all  possible  corrections  and  improvements  in  the  sections  from  which  quotations 
were  taken.  As  mentioned  above,  the  technique  was  adopted  to  show  you  the  nature 
and  types  of  errors  to  be  found.  A careful  analysis  should  indicate  that  we  are  not 
faced  with  minor  slips  of  the  tongue  on  the  author’s  part,  but  with  a case  of  massive 
misinformation.  There  is  simply  no  getting  away  from  the  fact  that  he  does  not  appear 
to  have  a College  Freshman’s  knowledge  of  modern  history,  a Collector’s  familiarity 
with  the  history  of  the  Orders  about  which  he  writes,  or  a reasonable  ability  to  look 
at  insignia  and  describe  what  he  has  seen  with  accuracy.  His  unfamiliarity  with  ordinary 
scholarly  and  literary  techniques  has  led  him  into  other  faults,  only  some  of  which 
can  be  touched  upon.  Mr.  Werlich  has  not  been  particularly  sensitive  to  the  various 
grades  of  insignia  with  the  result  that  many  Second  Class  Stars  are  illustrated  without 
being  accurately  identified,  as  if  they  were  the  only  Stars  of  a particular  Order.  Then 
one  finds  a remarkable  number  of  infelicities  of  expression.  My  favorite  appears  on 
page  144.  Mr.  Werlich  manages  to  combine  two  entirely  different  versions  of  the 
meaning  of  the  Garter  motto  in  one  sentence,  which  itself  is  a masterpiece  of  miscon- 
struction. With  this  as  an  example  one  can  only  conclude  that  he  would  not  have  gotten 
on  very  well  with  Sir  Winston  Churchill  who  had  quite  firm  views  about  the  structure 
of  the  English  sentence. 

Perhaps  the  reader  will  now  have  an  inkling  of  why  this  book  provided  me  with 
the  perfect  antidote  for  a dull  summer.  But  so  far  I have  done  my  best  only  to  analyze 
and  describe  it  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  do  not  yet  own  a copy.  It  has  not  been 
my  intention  in  mentioning  the  mistakes,  to  intrude  with  a personal  opinion.  The  aim 
has  been  to  play  the  roll  of  a lynx-eyed  observer  and  simply  tell  you  what  I have  seen, 
insofar  as  is  humanly  possible.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  Mr.  Werlich’s  work  must 
be  considered  a unique  accomplishment  and  he  stands  on  a lonely  eminence  as  a result. 
He  has  made  a major  contribution  to  our  knowledge  and  produced  the  only  up-to-date, 
complete  survey  in  English.  At  the  same  time  he  has  probably  compiled  the  worst  general 
book  on  Orders  and  Decorations  ever  to  appear  in  print.  It  is  also  one  of  the  handsomest. 

Certain  questions  must  inevitably  come  to  mind.  How  did  he  do  it?  The  answer  to 
this  conundrum  can  only  be  speculative.  There  are  forty-eight  sources  listed  in  his 
bibliography,  including  my  own  Monograph  on  the  British  Orders  of  Knighthood.  It  is 
not  easy  to  understand  the  quantity  and  nature  of  the  mistakes,  if  the  sources  had 
been  properly  used.  The  answer  is,  in  all  probability,  that  they  were  not  properly  used. 
It  is  also  quite  likely  that  many  were  not  used  at  all.  There  is  internal  evidence  in  the 
section  dealing  with  the  British  Orders,  for  example,  that  Mr.  Werlich’s  recourse  to 
my  Monograph  was  a bit  hasty.  The  mixup  in  his  description  of  the  Papal  Orders 
could  have  been  avoided  if  he  had  simply  quoted  from  Van  der  Veldt’s,  “The  Ecclesiastical 
Orders  of  Knighthood,”  a pamphlet  included  in  the  bibliography.  On  the  basis  of  the 
evidence  the  author  has  provided  for  us,  we  are  forced  to  conclude  that  he  did  not 
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read  the  few  sources  he  consulted  with  understanding  and  never  mastered  the  fund- 
amentals of  his  subject. 

As  indicated  before,  we  are  not  dealing  with  the  dull  and  the  mediocre,  but  with 
violent  contrasts  of  good  and  bad.  What  is  the  impact  of  the  gross  errors  on  the  value 
of  the  book  as  a whole?  Quite  possibly  my  own  answer  will  come  as  a surprise.  Basically 
I don’t  think  that  the  mare’s  nest  of  mistakes  should  weigh  seriously  against  Mr. 
Werlich’s  contribution.  Most  of  them  appear  to  be  concentrated  in  areas  already  fully 
covered  in  other  easily  available  publications.  In  making  this  judgement  there  is  one 
difficulty  I have  not  overlooked.  If  he  cannot  be  depended  upon  to  convey  simple 
facts  about  awards  familiar  to  any  student  of  the  subject,  how  can  we  know  he  has 
not  been  equally  at  fault  when  dealing  with  unfamiliar  and  new  awards?  Here  I can 
only  give  an  opinion  based  on  instinct.  The  new  material  carries  a certain  conviction. 
There  is  less  historical  background  to  entrap  the  author.  It  would  appear  he  was  able 
to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  a significant  number  of  Foreign  Embassies  in  Washington 
in  his  search  for  information.  Material  on  new  Orders  and  Decorations  is  generally 
found  in  copies  of  official  decrees,  and  other  relevant  documents.  By  cutting  and  pasting 
anyone  can  stick  together  a treatise  fairly  free  of  howlers.  I would  suspect  that  this 
may  be  exactly  how  Mr.  Werlich  managed. 

Among  my  other  summer  complaints  you  will  remember  that  I objected  to  the 
drabness  inherent  in  a social  milieu  where  there  were  no  contrasting  and  controversial 
opinions.  I may  well  have  done  something  to  redress  the  balance  in  this  consideration  of 
“Orders  and  Decorations  of  All  Nations.”  It  would  be  a pity  to  drop  the  matter 
before  the  job  is  really  finished.  Many  of  the  book’s  characteristics  make  one  wonder 
why  Mr.  Werlich  ever  attempted  to  devote  his  talents  to  the  subject  in  the  first  place.  But 
he  did  make  the  attempt.  There  are  scholars  and  Collectors  in  the  field,  including  the  pres- 
ent writer,  who  would  have  been  better  qualified  to  handle  the  task.  We  rested  on  our 
sit-upons  and  did  nothing.  Mr.  Werlich  went  to  work  with  a will.  While  many  of  the 
results  fall  far  short  of  perfection,  looking  at  the  sum  total  of  his  efforts  I can  only 
regard  them  as  remarkable.  He  showed  the  true  American  pioneering  and  adventurous 
spirit.  If  this  is  another  case  of  the  “Valour  of  ignorance”,  he  still  demonstrated  valour, 
and  earned  his  author’s  A for  effort. 

In  closing  I want  to  give  a piece  of  advice  to  all  those  interested  in  Orders  and 
Decorations,  whether  in  the  capacity  of  Collector,  student  or  Librarian.  You  can’t 
afford  not  to  buy  this  book.  The  original  material  alone  makes  it  worth  the  price.  In 
addition,  if  you  don’t  get  a copy  while  they  are  still  available,  you’ll  be  missing  some- 
thing. I predict  that  this  winter’s  favorite  indoor  sport  for  Order  Collectors  throughout 
the  English  speaking  world  will  be,  “Correcting  Werlich.”  If  you  don’t  have  the  book 
you  can’t  play  the  game.  And  it  is  going  to  take  a major  community  effort  among 
the  “cognoscenti”  to  put  matters  right.  All  of  us  should  pitch  in  and  help.  I am  going 
to  be  one  of  the  first  to  offer  the  author  my  services.  Whether  he  will  accept  them  is 
another  matter.  Upon  reading  this  review  he  may  come  after  me  with  a Tomahawk 
and  scalping  knife.  Nevertheless,  I’m  taking  two  copies  myself  — one  to  mark  up  in 
red  and  the  other  to  keep  neat  and  pretty  in  my  library.  It  is  bound  to  be  a good 
investment  as  a literary  curiosity.  I will  also  cherish  it  for  other  reasons.  To  use  the 
old  American  vernacular,  Mr.  Werlich  has  “guts”.  I admire  him  for  what  he  has 
accomplished  and  wish  him  every  financial  success.  He  has  enlivened  my  summer  and 
given  me  something  to  hope  for.  I look  forward  to  seeing  the  second,  and  corrected, 
edition  in  print.  Both  the  book  and  the  author  deserve  the  honor.  So  does  the  reader  who 
will  logically  expect  that  the  author  knows  more  about  the  subject  than  he  himself  does.
